Pursuant to the call of His Excellency, Gov-
ernor Orr, thoe two Houszes of the General As-
sembly, met on the evening of Tuesdny, the
4th instan!, and a quoruw of both MHouses
being present, they proceeded to business.
Nothing more than the usunl prelimivaries of
reading the Journal, the reading of the Gov-
ernor's Message and its reference to the sev-
eral Committess was attended to the first day.
The second and third days was mostly appro-
priated to the presentation of petitions, reports,
bills, &e., consequenily nmhiug of mueh imporl
has as yet come to hand,

We see however, that, Mr. Wagener of
Charleston, lns introduced a bill into the
House of Repre.cutatives, which would, if
adopted, be of great Lenefit to all classes of
our people.  The fivat proposition of Mr. Wau-
ener is, that the 3tate shall be anthorized 1o
loan its credit Lo eitizens on eertnia condi
tivns; aod, to effect this ohject, the Stats shall
1ssue several willivns of dollars in noeles of
five dollars and upwards, payablein ten years
from date, and drawing ten per cent. intevest,
which eball be paid with the principal when
the notes arce redeemed  The seeond seciion
of the bill requirca that this fuud shall be is-
sued for loses und for no other purpose, but
that the bills issucd, shall be received by the
State in the puyment of all debts due to the
State. The third gection provides for the ap-
pointmesat of a loan cowmission, the duties
of which shull be to receive amd exu.uine ap
plicutions of loans, and the securiliea upon
which the loans are bused. The notes ave to
Le iszued on bond and mor: gage, to the amount
of seventy-five per cent. af the nsseased value
of unencumabered real estate; with provision
also, that as property is improved in vulue, it
may be made the subjecr of a furtner loan
The biil also provides, that the payment of
the loan may be anticipated so that the bor-
rower may be relieved of debt if he should

There is now on exhibition at the Jewel
Estublishment of Messra. Witriax Brown
Box, Southenst corner of Baltimore und Charles
street, a magnoificent relic of the Revolution,
of great value aud“beautiful workmanship,
This is o gold snuff box, presented by Louis
XVL, King of France, to Col. John Laurens,
of South Carolina, an #id-de-camp of General
George Washington, on the oceasion of Col,
Laurens' visit to the Court of France, as Spe-
ciul Envoy from the United States Government,
to negotiate a loan from the French Govern
ment. The box i3 of pure gold, the exterior
beautiful enamelled and studded witlh dia-
monds. The tcp bhas a finely executed likeness
of Louis XVI. sctin a cluster of thirly four
diamonds, while the outer edge contains twen-
ty-four dinmoids. This beautiful relic has
been iu the possession of the descendants of
Col. Laureus siuce his death, and is now the
property of gne of them, a widowed lady, who
has lost mlmost her all by the late war, and
now sends it here to be sold for the purpose of
maintaining herself and children. One of our
wealthy citizens has offered over $2,600 for
the box, but Mr. Brown being anxious to re-
alize as large an amount as possible for the
benetit of the unfortunate owner, it is very
probable that it will be disposed of at raffle.
It is valued at $10,000. The history attached
to the relic is thus: When Col. Laurens reach-
ed France, although his reception was favora-
ble, and cocouragement given that his request
would be granted, yot the delays perpetually
interpused by the Minister, the Count de Vers
gines, afforded little prospect of immediate
success. Col. Laurens, convinced that pro
crastination wouid give a death blow to Amer-
ican Independence, resolved, in defiance of
court ctiguette, to make a personal request of
the King. Dr. Franklin, onr Minister at Ver-
sailles, yehemently opposed his intention : but
finding Laurens firm in his purpose, said, [
most cordially wish You sueccess, Colonel, but
anticipate so different aresult, that [*warn you
I wash wy hands of the consequences.” Ac-
cordingly, at the first levee, Colonel Laurens,
walking directly up to the King, presented his
petition, to whieh he solicited his most earnesl
attention, and said, *“Should the favor asked
be denied, or even delayed, thers is cause to
fear, that the sword which I wear may no
loager be drawn in the defenco of the liberty
of my country, but be wielded as a British
subject against the menarchy of France.”
His decision met with its reward. Apologies
were made for delays, the Mimster gave his
serious atteation to the maiter, and the nego-
tiatlon was crowned with success.
